*When Governor Volpe re¬ 
quested a formal answer to two 
questions involving the State's 
right to construct a freeway, 
McCormack apparently realiz¬ 
ed that there would he political 
overtones to whatever replies 
were made. 

So MrCormack shrewdly re¬ 
ferred the matter to Assistant 
Attorneys General James Kelle- 
her and Fred Fisher, two hold¬ 
overs from the regime of the 
late George Fingold. Kelle- 
her and Fisher are legal ex¬ 
perts who go strictly bv the 
book and are far removed from 
the hurly-burly of partisan 
politics. 

When they submitted their 
legal opinion to McCormack, 
hd forwarded it to Volpe ex¬ 
actly as he received it. Tech¬ 
nically, it was McCormack's 
opinion. Actually, it was the 
work of Kelleher and Fisher, 
and it was signed by Kelliher. 

Volpe's legal adviser, G. Jo¬ 
seph Tauro, disagrees with the 
interpretation of the law made 
by the Attorney General's of¬ 
fice, and Volpe himself has in¬ 
dicated that he will seek an ad¬ 
visory Supreme Court opinion 
on the State's right to build a 
freeway. 

That probably is merely a 
gesture on Volpe's part. In the 
first place, Kelleher and Fish¬ 
er don’t make many mistakes 
when it comes to interpreting 
the law. In the second place, 
the obvious course open to 
Volpe is to get the Legislature 
to change the law — if he can 
muster the necessary votes to do 
it. 

The quick answer is that 
Volpe wouldn't be going to so 
much trouble if he thought he 
could amend the law which 
seemingly gives Callahan the 
exclusive right to build a toll 
road between Weston and Bos¬ 
ton. 

Beacon Hill observers sus¬ 
pect that Volpe realizes the law 
provides what McCormack’s 
aides say it does, that the Gov¬ 
ernor also knows he has little 
chance of changing the statute 
and that what Volpe is really 
trying to build is an issue for 
next year’s campaign. 

Tf Volpe is in a position to 
go before the voters next year 
and tell them that he wanted 
to build a freeway between 
Weston and Boston but was un¬ 
able to do so because of Calla¬ 
han's tremendous influence 
with the Legislature, he might 
ahift some votes to the Re¬ 
publicans. 

Callahan, of course, could 
ruin that strategy by floating 
his bonds when he makes his 
third attempt to sell them some 
time after Labor Day. 

If he can’t float his bonds, 
he also might tell Volpe to go 
ahead and build his freeway. 

Should Callahan block the 
construction of a freeway after 
it becomes obvious that he 
can’t get the money to extend 
his Toll Road, he would be 
giving the Republicans an is¬ 
sue and the Democrats some¬ 
thing to worry about. That, 
however, is not likely to hap¬ 
pen Callahan has been in the 
political wars too long to pro¬ 
long fights he has no chance 
of winning. 

The mere fact that Callahan 
Is insisting on a third endeavor 
to sell his bonds means that 
ne has some reason to believe 
he may be successful. 

Most political pundits are 
waiting to see what happens 
when Callahan makes his third, 
and presumably last, try to 
float his bonds. If he raises 
die necessary money, he’ll go 


forward with his plans for the 
Toll Road extension. If he fails, 
he probably will have little 
alternate c but to \ield to 
Volpe. However, \olpe is 
stymied unless that happens. 

Other Stales Share 
Politieai Headache 

Massachusetts is not the only 
State which is faced with a pos¬ 
sible impass between the two 
political parties over the crea¬ 
tion of new- congressional dis¬ 
tricts. 

Illinois, Minnesota and Penn¬ 
sylvania appear t<> be in about 
the same predicament, with 
little prospect that a com¬ 
promise plan can be worked 
out in any of those states. 

Observers on Washington’s 
Capitol Hill already are point¬ 
ing out the changes which 
could result in the political 
makeup of the national House 
of Representatives if candi¬ 
dates for Congress in those 
States all are forced to run at- 
large. 

They are assuming, inci¬ 
dentally. that Republican Gov¬ 
ernor Volpe and the Demo¬ 
cratic Legislature will he able 
to reach no agreement here in 
Massachusetts. 

That probably is a correct 
assumption, although the ability 
of Democratic organizations 
such as the ADA to work out 
congr e s s i o n a 1 redistricting 
schemes which Republicans 
consider reasonably fair and 
equitable must be a little ein- 
harassing to Democratic legis¬ 
lative chieftains. 

In both the Illinois and 
Minnesota Legislatures theie is 
a Republican Senate and a 
Democratic House. The two 
legislative bodies can’t get to¬ 
gether on a redistricting plan. 

Congressman William Green, 
the Democratic boss in Phila¬ 
delphia, is blocking a reap¬ 
portionment in Pennsylvania 
because the Quaker City stands 
to lose one of its seats in the 
national House. 

To a lesser degree there are 
conflicts in Ohio, Texas, Mary¬ 
land, Michigan and Hawaii. 
The big difference is that those 
States have been allocated addi¬ 
tional Congressmen, who will 
he elected at-large instead of 
from districts. 

Meanwhile, the congressional 
redistricting problem looms 
more and more as the hottest 
issue which will confront the 
1962 Legislature. Rumblings 
from Beacon Hill indicate that 
Governor Volpe may take the 
initiative and submit a redis¬ 
tricting plan of his own to the 
Legislature under which each 
party would lose one seat in 
Congress. 

Perry Hurt Cliancefc 
By Fight for People 

An ironic aspect to the cur¬ 
rent contest for election as Re¬ 
publican House Leader is that 
the most colorful, hard-hitting 
and dynamic legislator in the 
GOP probably had virtually no 
chance of winning it. 

Representative Francis V. 
Perry of Duxbury, who has 
made a series of explosive at¬ 
tacks upon the operations of 
the State Waterwa\s Division, 
probably has stepped on too 
many toes and bruised too 
many feelings to muster the 
necessary support to become the 
leader and spokesman for his 
party in the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives. 

The fact that he is fighting 
on behalf of the public, that 
he has documented his charges 
with record after record, that

Timely Red Cross Hints 


Simple Rules Often Mean 
Lives Saved For Boaters 

Ever hear people say, “There’s nothing to running 
a boat, it’s just like driving a ear.” The Red Cross, a 
loeal United Fund agency, this week advised new 
l>oat owners to he sure that their training and exper¬ 
ience is on a par with the constantly changing weather 
and water conditions of New England. 


With one out of every seven 
families owning a boat of 
some kind and with hundreds 
of families renting boats, it 
is now estimated that more 
than 40,000,000 Americans 
are making use of our wa¬ 
terways this summer. 

Unfortunately, the rapid 
growth of this fine family 
sport is resulting in an in¬ 
creasing number of boating 
accidents as the summer 
wears on. In many states, 
deaths by drowning are 
equalling weekend highway 
fatalities. 

Although boating accidents 
stem from many causes, the 
Red Cross reminds boating 
enthusiasts that most mish¬ 
aps could be avoided by ob¬ 
serving the following safety 
rules: 

1. Don’t overload your 
boat. There should be at least 
six inches of free board above 
the surface of the water at all 
times. 

2. Appreciate that pas¬ 
sengers who don’t know 
how to swim are a menace 
to themselves and others 
out on the water. Beginning 
and novice s w Immers 
should wear — not carry 
U. S. ( oast Guard approved 
life preservers or houyant 
vests at all times. 

3. Determine w'here every¬ 
one will sit before leaving 
the dock. Unnecessary chang¬ 
ing of positions in a bobing 
boat often leads to a capsize 
for all aboard. 

The skipper of any small 
craft might do well to re¬ 
member that a little briefing 
on what to do if an emer¬ 
gency arises, could save the 
lives of his passengers if trou¬ 
ble comes. 

If the boat swamps or cap¬ 
sizes, passengers should re¬ 
main as calm as possible and 
secure a good hold on the 
craft. Most small boats are 
bouyant enough to support 
several people indefinitely.

most searches for missing 
craft, the boat is found 
floating — minus its pas¬ 
sengers. Oftentimes, several 
people can propel a half 
submerged boat towards 
shore by using their hands 
and arms as oars. If the 
boat cannot be lighted, pas¬ 
sengers may hold onto the 
sides and propel it by kick¬ 
ing their legs. 

In rough water, passengers 
can drape belts, neckties or 
other clothing or equipment 
across the overturned boat to 
serve as handgrips for vic¬ 
tims on the opposite side. The 
worst thing that can happen 
after a boat capsizes on the 
open water occurs when the 
boat drifts away from the 
passengers. Life preservers 
are then a must. 

One of the best life pres¬ 
ervers—and one that is sel¬ 
dom thought of is the cloth¬ 
ing you are wearing. Trousers 
that are buttoned up, knotted 
at the legs and filled with air 
—will support a person for 
several hours. Shirts, dresses 
and slips can be fashioned in 
the same manner. 

It's a sad fact but true— 
that most people who drown 
had no intention of getting 
into the water in the first 
place. They fall from boats, 
water skis, pilings, docks and 
floats. 

As the Red Cross advises— 
learning to swim is a primary 
step. Knowing what to do 
when trouble does arise—is a 
self protection not easily ig¬ 
nored—as Americans take to 
the water—in ever increasing 
numbers.

Newton Scout Reports 
On New Mexico Hike 

(This is the third amt concluding article of a series written 
by William H. “Duke” Ellis of 64 Prospect Avenue, Newton- 
ville, concerning the Philmont Roy Scout. Expedition to the 
Cimarron River Region of New Mexico. Several Newton boys 
made the expedition. “Duke" is the son of William H. Ellis, 
president of the Boston City Hospital Hoard of Trustees. His 
mother is a cousin of President Kennedy.)

We’ll not soon forget our first long New Mexican 
kike. It was for six miles from our base camp at 
Ponil to our first trail campsite at New Dean. 

That clay we found out that using burros has its 
ups and downs. One of the burros made up his mind 
not to cross a stream outside camp. Wc tried every¬ 
thing but a sirloin steak with mushroom sauce to 
get him to change his decision. It took a long time 
but in the end we induced him to follow one of his 
more favorite buddies across the stream. 


Actually this first hike was 
not very rugged and the bur¬ 
ros served to make it easier. 

Our hike the next day from 
New Dean to Harlan was our 
longest—13 miles—but again 
we had the burros. The fact 
that the animals could not go 
over Midnight Mesa because 
of its steep slopes forced us 
to go around it through Tur¬ 
key Creek Canyon. That, of 
course, added mileage. 

We spent two days at Har¬ 
lan. We had to leave our pals, 
the burros, behind there. The 
next day we hiked nine miles 
with full packs to Cyphers 
Mine where we were conduct¬ 
ed through a miners’ museum 
and an old gold mine. 

The following day we hiked 
to Porcupine campsite. There 
we were caught in a quite un¬ 
expected hail storm, complete 
with ice stones averaging a 
good half inch in diameter. It 
made for a rather soggy night 
but we were already for the 
trek to Beaubien Camp the 
next day which was topped 
off with a great campfire sup¬ 
plied with two fabulous banjo 
players. 


Our schedule then called 
for a day at Miners Park 
Camp, so-called because in 
the old days the miners took 
a day off each Sunday and 
used the spot for a picnic. 

I write this at the end of a 
rather active and arduous day. 
Three other boys and myself 
along with a leader took a 
round - about back - breaking 
trudge over a hill for eight 
miles to get a view of the 
Tooth of Time. It was mar¬ 
velous and well worth the ef¬ 
fort. 

The Tooth of Time is a fa¬ 
mous peak 8787 feet above 
sea level. As a sidelight we 
saw several wild animals, in¬ 
cluding a bear cub. While we 
were inspecting the Tooth of 
Time the rest of the party 
went cross country to Stockade 
Camp, our last stop before 
returning to Tent City. 

Tonight marked our last 
campfire before getting ready 
for the long trip home. It will 
mean a two-mile hike tomor¬ 
row but that’s a stone’s throw 
after the last several days. 


Probe “Y” Camp Fire; 

15 Newton Boys Escape 

Tiie State Fire Marshal's office is investigating 
the origin of a $20,000 fire that last Friday destroyed 
a building at Camp Chikami, Wayland, Newton YMCA 
camp, endangering the lives of 15 youngsters and four 
counsellors asleep in the building. 


The frame structure off the 
Old Post Road was destroyed 
in the early-morning blaze. 

Fifteen Newton boys, ages 
eight to 10 , were sleeping on 
the porch of the building on 
an “overnight” of the two- 
week day-camp period. 

The fire was discovered by 
Senior Counsellor Steven 
Brown of Brookline, Swarth- 
more College senior, who 
aroused the second counsellor, 
Bruce Dewire, 21, of Newton. 
They led the two junior coun¬ 
sellors and the boys to safety 
in a nearby field before De¬ 
wire drove half a mile to the 
nearest telephone for aid. 

Several Wayland neigh- 
hors fed the boys who were 
later taken to the Wayland 
Fire Station to await their 
parents. 

Alex Miller, chairman of the 
"Y” camp program, said the 
camp activities resumed yes¬ 
terday with improvised facili¬ 
ties, in the form of tents. 

The large, rambling building 
was acquired by the “Y” in 
1955. It had formerly been 
built by Seiler’s for a picnic 
area.

Pres. Kennedy Shows Strain 
Of Six Months In Office 

Ah President Kennedy delivered h i s historic 
speech in which he answered the Soviet challenge to 
Berlin, there was a disturbing personal sidelight to 
Massachusetts viewers who know Kennedy well. 

No fault could be found with what Kennedy said 
or the way he said it. It was a masterful speech skill¬ 
fully delivered. It obviously was aimed as much at 
peoples in the distant reaches of the world as those 
in the United States. 

Persons who had watched Kennedy in a span of 
34 years as he was elected to Congress and had gone 
on from there to a seat in the U. S. Senate and 
finally to the Presidency felt a swelling of pride at 
the manner in which he met the sternest test and 
the greatest crisis of his public career. 

What was disturbing from a personal stand¬ 
point was that Kennedy appeared extremely tired. 
He seemed to show the strain and stress under 
which he has been working and the weight and 
gravity of the problems he is carrying. 

Kennedy appears to have aged much more than 
six months since the wintry day last January when 
he took the oath of office, delivered his inaugural ad¬ 
dress and begin his administration as President of the 
United States. 

Although Kennedy has completed only about 
an eighth of his term, it was apparent that the heavy 
cares and worries of his office are not resting easily 
upon him, that he is not throwing them over his 
shoulder, as some men in high offices are able to do.

Perhaps it was a somber 
realization of the seriousness 
of the situation which caused 
him to make the kind of 
speech he was delivering. 

Possibly it was a grim recog¬ 
nition that a miscalculation of 
the Soviet mind and thinking 
could bring about the most 
devastating .var the world has 
ever known. 

Maybe he was thinking of 
the impact the steps he was 
advocating could make on the 
the lives of a past number of 
American families. 

Or it might have been 
simply the toll which six 
months in the mo . power- 
full, demanding office in the 
world have taken on John 
Fitzgerald Kennedy. 

Whatever the reason, this 
wasn’t the same John F. Ken¬ 
nedy who stood in his hour of 
triumph in the Los Angeles 
Coliseum just a little more 
than a year ago and accepted 
the Democratic nomination for 
President. 

It wasn’t the same young 
campaigner who engaged in the 
history-making debates with 
Richard M. Nixon last autumn 
or who jubilantly accepted the 
news of his election in Novem¬ 
ber. 

The difference was much 
greater than the passing of the 
12 months since the Democratic 
national convention or the nine 
months since the campaign and 
the election should have made. 

This was the young man 
upon whom rested the enor¬ 
mous responsibility for chart¬ 
ing the course of the nation 
and steering the ship of state 
toward peace or war. 

He has many advisers, hut 
when all the advice has been 
given the final decision must 
be made by him. 

All these things probably 
were reflected in his solemn 
mien and his mask of weari¬ 
ness as President Kennedy 
delivered t h e momentous 


speech which won acclaim not 
only in this country hut around 
the world and served notice to 
the men in .he Kremlin that 
the United States will fight— 
if fight it must to keep its com¬ 
mitment to West Berlin.

Nixon Favored 
Just Year Ago 

Just a year ago at this time, 
the writer had returned from 
the Democratic national con¬ 
vention in Los Angeles and 
the Republican conclave in 
Chicago. 

John F. Kennedy and Rich¬ 
ard M. Nixon had been select¬ 
ed as the Presidential standard- 
bearers of their respective 
parties. A summer lull existed 
as the battle-weary candidates 
rested between the end of the 
conventions and the start of 
the campaigns. 

The professional gamblers 
who are wrong more often 
than they re right when it 
comes to forecasting elec¬ 
tions, installed Mixon as the 
favorite at rather heavy odds. 
The odds, incidentally , 
changed the first time Ken¬ 
nedy and Mixon met in their 
face-to-face debates. 

John A. Volpe, the GOP 
candidate for the Massachu¬ 
setts Governorship, was hoping 
that the nomination of Henry 
Cabot Lodge as Nixon’s Vice 
Presidential running mate, 
would hold Kennedy’s plural¬ 
ity in the Ray State to a point 
where a Republican would 
have a chance of being elected 
Governor. 

This was before the MDC 
scandal exploded and before 
intercine warfare broke out in 
the Democratic party. 

That was only a year ago, 
but a great many chapters of 
history have been written in the 
passing month—chapters which 
children still unborn will be 
studying in their classrooms a 
generation from now. 


Increase In SS Benefits 
To Be Made Automatically 

An estimated four million persons will benefit 
from the revisions in the Social Security Law, signed 
by President Kennedy on June 30 and now in effect 
here, it was pointed today by local Social Security 
officials. 


Included in the changes, 
which the President called 
“financially sound and social¬ 
ly responsible," are provisions: 

1. Increasing the minimum 
benefit to $40. 

2. increasing widows’ bene¬ 
fits by 10 percent. 

3. Lowering the amount of 
work-credit needed to become 
eligible for benefits. 

4. Making old-age benefits 
available to men at age 62. 

The House Committee on 
Ways and Means, reporting 
on the amendments to the so¬ 
cial security law, had said, 
“The provision of benefits at 
age 62 for men will help to 
alleviate the hardships faced 
by that group of men who, 
becauseof ill health, technolog¬ 
ical unemployment, or other 
reasons, find it impossible to 
continue working until they 
reach 66.” 

That Committee estimated 
that 560,000 persons would 
get benefits under this change 
during the next 12 months. 

It estimated also that one 
and a half million widows 
would get the increase in the 
widows’ benefit and that more 
than two million persons 
would be affected by the in¬ 
creased minimum benefit. 

Those persons eligible for 
the increase will receive them 
in their checks early next 


month. The increases will be 
made automatically and there 
is no need to apply for the 
increases. 

About 160,000 persons who 
are not now getting benefits 
would become eligible during 
the next 12 months under the 
lower work-credit requirement, 
the report continued. 

A number of older persons 
who had applied for benefits 
before, but who were Inelig¬ 
ible because they or their 
husbands did not meet the 
old requirement, might now 
be eligible. 

Such people should check 
again with their local social 
security office to see if they 
are now eligible.

The Mayor said he hasn’t

A new ruling by the State 
Department of Public Health

wage their fight all over again in the primary three 
months later. 

He believes the bitter campaign for the Democ¬ 
ratic gubernatorial nomination last September weaken¬ 
ed the Democratic party and helped to set the stage 
for the election of Republican Governor Volpe. 


Chairman Lynch is by no 
means a champion of the con¬ 
vention system of endorsing 
candidates for state-wide office. 

In fact, he filed a bill earlier 
this year for the repeal of the 
law requiring that pre-primary 
conventions be held by both 
political parties, but his meas¬ 
ure was dropped down the 
legislative drain. 

Lynch maintain* that if a 
convention mu*t be held it 
should mean something and 
that the actions of a Demo¬ 
cratic State Convention should 
be just as important as those 
of a Republican conclave. 

No one can challenge or 
quarrel with the logic of 
Lynch’s position. Putting his 
ideas into effect, however, 
would not be an easy under¬ 
taking. 

One might question Lynch’s 
theory that a nod from Presi¬ 
dent Kennedy would straighten 
out the situation quickly and 
cause any recalcitrant Demo¬ 
crats to fall obediently into 
line. 

It’s true that Democratic 
politicos have a deep and pro¬ 
found respect for Kennedy's 
patronage power. But Kennedy 
hasn't been handing out any 
jobs or patronage plums to or¬ 
ganization Democrats in Mas¬ 
sachusetts, and the cold fact is 
that Kennedy’s influence is 
waning in his home state. 

Kennedy, as a matter of fact, 
was known to favor Lynch's 
bill for the repeal of the pre- 
primary convention late. That 
didn't save the measure from 
defeat in the Democratic-con- 
trolled House of Representa¬ 
tives. 

Democratic State Committee 
members as well as other 
Democratic politicos like to 
pick their own candidates for 
state-wide offices. They almost 
certainly would refuse to allow 
Kennedy, Lynch or anyone else 
to put them on the line behind 
a contender they didn’t want to 
back. 

When Democratic politicians 
back a losing candidate at a 
convention, they invariably 
figure they might as well string 
along with him in a primary 
since there usually aren’t many 
empty seats on the bandwagon 
of the contender who emerges 
the victor from the pre-pri¬ 
mary concla\e. 

Even if Lynch had his way 
and the Democratic State Com¬ 
mittee supported the candidates 
picked bv the pre-primary con¬ 
vention, there is a serious ques¬ 
tion as to what effect, if any, 
that would have. 

The hard truth is that the 
Democratic State Committee at 
the present time amounts to 
just about nothing. The only 
time anyone hears about the 
committee is when a fight de¬ 
velops for the chairmanship. 

It doesn’t have anywhere 
near the same prestige and 
power in the Democratic party 
that the Republican Stale Com¬ 
mittee wields in the COP. In 
a campaign nobody pa\s much 
attention to the Democratic 
State Committee, and its mem¬ 
bers split up among candidates 
of their owu choosing. 

Lynch has made the Demo¬ 
cratic State Committee virtually 
a one-man organization with 
himself as the spokesman and 
policy-maker. *lis endorsement 
Undoubtedly would carry some 
weight in a primary contest. 
But it’s unlikely that it would 
freigliten any candidates out of 
• fight. 


Thomas J. Buc kley has made a 
pretty good case in support of 
his claim that MTA General 
Manager Thomas J. McLer- 
non's 11-year contract is illegal, 
it's doubtful that McLernon 
will he fired in the immediate 
future. 

Two of the three MTA trus¬ 
tees who gave McLernon his 
contract — Anthony Pompeo 
and W’illiam V. Ward — still 
control a majority of the votes 
on the hoard although Volpe* 
appointed Daniel Tyler, Jr., is 
the chairman of the MTA trus¬ 
tees. 

Whether McLernon has a 
legal contract or not, however , 
this writer can't help hut won¬ 
der how long the MTA trustees 
are going to tolerate McLer- 
non’s ideas on how to run a 
transit system. 

The suspicion is growing in 
many quarters that McLernon 
has been getting by largely on 
a lot of blustering talk and that 
he is providing more talk than 
he is action. 

His proposal for cutting 
down rush-hour rapid transit 
service on the MTA at the very 
time fares are to he increased 
doesn't shane up as any stroke 
of genius from this distance. 

In any other business a man 
who was asking more money 
for his product would pndeavor 
to improve the product and 
make it more attractive and in¬ 
viting. 

The usual rules don't apply 
to McLernon, however. His 
theory is to give the people lesi 
service and ask them to pay 
more for it. 

Since the passengers already 
are packed like sardines in the 
trains during the rush hours on 
a run such as the Forest Hills- 
Everett line, it’s a little diffi¬ 
cult to figure out how McLer¬ 
non reasons that he can reduce 
service and collect higher 
fares. 

But McLernon has a lot of 
ideas which seem to defy ex¬ 
planation. 

His defenders have been 
urging for some time that he 
be given time to show what he 
can do about running the MTA 
and meeting its problems. 

So far he hasn't shown much 
unless his ultimate objective is 
to discourage people from rid¬ 
ing on the MTA. 

Governor Volpe has indicat¬ 
ed that he'll make another el- 
for to fire McLernon next year. 
By the time riders get through 
protesting the cuts in service 
Volpe may have increased sup¬ 
port.

McCormack, Jr., has two secret 
weapons as he prepares for the 
fight he probably will make 
next year for a seat in the U.S. 
Senate.

Technically, they are listed 
as administrative assistants to 
the Attorney General, but they 
devote between 10 and 12 
hours a day assisting people 
with problems concerning the 
legal branch of the State gov¬ 
ernment. 

They not only do an extreme¬ 
ly efficient job, hut in the 
course of a week—or even a 
single day—they make a tre¬ 
mendous number of friends for 
Attorney General McCormack.

con arguments and had a 
chance to question the speak¬ 
ers as well as discuss the mat¬ 
ter among ourselves.

Edmund's Park Project 

“The price of liberty, today as through all history, 
Ih self-reliance and self-discipline,” said Clinton Ro's- 
sttor in warning Americans of their responsibilities in 
a democracy and calling attention to the need for vol 
imtnry individual contribution to the public good. 


Twenty-three 16 and 17 year 
old students from Newton 
have heeded Rosslter’s warn¬ 
ing. Every afternoon the 
group spends several hours 
at Edmand's Park, a vast ne¬ 
glected area of dense and 
tangled bushes, grasses, and 
trees, where they clear trails, 
cut down bushes, and pick up 
refuse. By their active par¬ 
ticipation, they are trying to 
encourage the city of Newton 
to restore and permanently 
maintain the park, which was 
given to Newton by the Ed- 
mands family. 

The students are continu¬ 
ing the work begun by the 
WP.4, which overhauled the 
area during the depression 
era. Since the WPA aban¬ 
doned its work, the park has 
not been kept up. But the 
group realizes that this Is 
the only natural area of its 
kind existing in Newton and 
that It has excellent possi¬ 
bilities as a recreational 
area for the citizens of New¬ 
ton. 

. . This work being done at Ed- 
mand’s Park is just one as¬ 
pect of the Tufts-Newton Sum¬ 
mer Seminar in Public Affairs 
which these 23 students are 
taking. It is a special pro¬ 
gram of the Newton Public 
Schools in cooperation with 
the Civic Education Center of 
Tufts University in Medford. 
The Seminar is designed to 
give selected students at the 
end of the eleventh grade an 
intensive intellectual and social 
experience in responsible 
•citizenship. 

The Seminar provides study- 

in-depth of several major 
problem areas of modem life. 
The students examine these 
areas of public affairs with the 
aid of experienced teaching 
staff, distinguished visiting 
lecturers from colleges and 
universities, special materials 
and small group discussions. 

This In-school study of 
public affairs Is supple-

Ha felt the matter to be of 
such mportance that it should 
not have been acted upon at 
the same meeting at which the 
Mayor had proposed it. 

The chief executive said he 
had no quarrel with Dangers 
request for reconsideration; he 
{elt it reasonable that the 
Board should give the matter 
as much consideration as it 
desired. 

The anti-jaywalking accep¬ 
tance was urged by Alderman 
Charles H. Cosgrove. He said 
the Legislature passed General 
Laws, Chapter 90, Section 20B, 
at the request of many resi¬ 
dents across the state. He said 
such anti-jaywalking laws 
work well in other states 
throughout the country, and 
would be beneficial in New¬ 
ton’s shopping centers and 
near churches and schools. 

The law provides a fine 
of $1 for the first three of¬ 
fenses during the calendar 
year, and $2 for each suc¬ 
cessive offenses in the year 
within the jurisdiction of a 
district court 

Pedestrians would be pro¬ 
hibited from crossing the 
street within 300 feet of traf¬ 
fic lights or a traffic officer, 
except at a control point. 

Alderman Whalen, who led 
the opposition, urged that the 
City should draw up its own 
pedestrian control ordinance 
^vhlch he said would be more 
auitable for Newton. 

Voting against the approval 
were President Wendell R. 
Bauckman and Aldermen 
Winslow C. Auryansen, Ade¬ 
laide B. Ball, Harry H. Hamm, 
William E. Hopkins, John P.

If construction of one or 
more of the buildings is de¬ 
ferred, one parking space is 
to be provided for each 250 
square feet of office space. 

The entire tract is to be 
landscaped. 

Construction must not start 
until the financing plan is 
complete for at least two of 
the buildings.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10—The recent Communist 
manifesto contains the usual denunciations of the '‘im¬ 
perialist" countries, among which the United States is 
given first place, and the usual glorification of the Com¬ 
munist system, which it claims brings “peace" and 
"freedom" to its people. It also paints a glowing pic¬ 
ture of the Utopia which will he enjoyed by the Rus¬ 
sian people in about 20 years when the Soviet em¬ 
pire will have outdistanced the United States in mat¬ 
erial prosperity. 

Dictators have away of 
showing their hand, as Hltlpr 
did in "Mein Kampf.” Perhaps 
they do this to sound a trump¬ 
et for their own people, but 
cannot avoid at the same time 
telling the whole world. The 
world has learned that these 
declarations must be taken 
seriously. 

Throughout this manifesto 
the implication is clear that 
the predicted Communist 
Utopia will not be realized un¬ 
til the world has been led to 
Communism. "The world capi¬ 
talist system on the whole is 
ripe for the social revolution 
of the Proletariat,” It says. It 
speaks of the "principles of 
social revolution” as being of 
universal significance.” and 
proclaims that the "victory of 
the socialist revolution alone 
provides all possibilities and 
conditions for the abolition of 
all national oppression, for the 
voluntary union of free and 
equal nations and nationali¬ 
ties in a single state.” 

Of some significance, In 
view of present discussions in 
our own country, is the state¬ 
ment: "It is indispensable to 
wage a resolute struggle 
against anti communism—that 
poison weapon which the 
bourgeoisie uses to fence off 
the masses from socialism.” 

A large majority of the 
Foreign Affairs Committee, 
on which I serve, believe that 
under present world condi¬ 
tions the Foreign Aid Pro¬ 
gram must be continued, but 
with every possible improve¬ 
ment in conception and in ex¬ 
ecution. 

Heretofore the money for 
the program has been provid¬ 
ed through the orthodox 
methods of authorization and 
annual appropriation, but this 
year the bill authorizes the 
President to borrow from the 
Treasury with appropriation 
over a period of five years the 
huge sum of something over 
$7 billion; and it authorizes 
the President to spend that 
money on the program. 

This method of financing 
applies only to the money 
needed for development loans, 
and the money required for 
the rest of the program — 
military and economic assist¬ 
ance of various kinds — is 
provided by authorization and 
annual appropriation. 

This Treasury borrowing is 
referred to as "backdoor fi¬ 
nancing” because the monev 
does not go through the usual 
appropriation process. It is 
hard to see how It can be 
justified under the U. S. Con¬ 
stitution, which provides in 
Article 1, Section 9, that "no 
money shall be drawn from 
the Treasuiy, but in conse¬ 
quence of appropriations 
made bv law." But this 
method has been used for 
other programs in the past. 

Those urging this method 
of financing development 
loans say that it is necessary 
as a means of providing for 
longterm planning. Oppon¬ 
ents of backdoor financing, of 
whom I am one. object to it 
on the ground that It is too

All Finny Monsters Not 
Man-eaters Says Expert

Evon sharks havp friends! 
Recently, a shark-lover, ob¬ 
viously upset over the rash of 
shark scares at local beaches, 
called Boston’s Museum of Sci¬ 
ence with an earnest plea to 
put in a Rood word for these 
— to quote him — “much ma- 
r 4gned creatures.” 

The Museum, recognizing 
that the few renegade mem¬ 
bers of this fish family were, 
Indeed, giving a bad namp to 
their law-abiding relatives, 
came through with the follow¬ 
ing statement: 

Not nil shnrkK are man- 
eaters, and to find one of the 
man-eating variety In New 
England coastal waters dur¬ 
ing a summer Is a rare oc¬ 
currence. 

But. It goes on, although 
New England has had an In¬ 
credibly good record on shark 
accidents, we know full well 
that man-eating sharks have 
come unusually far up the 
West Coast in recent year*, 
and the same thing may be 
happening on the East Coast. 

The man-eating or white 
shark is one of the largest of 
the fishes, sometimes reach 
ing a length of 30 feet. It is 
usually found in warm tropi¬ 
cal or sub-tropical waters, and 
has been seldom known to 
leave them to venture north. 

Even in Its home tropical 
waters It is never common. 
“Scientists have little infor¬ 
mation on the home life and 
breeding habits of this shark 
because it is so difficult to 
find it to study. To see orte 
in this area might be consider¬ 
ed a naturalist’s treat.” 

For the New England 
bather who, unlike the New 
England naturalist, would 
certainly consider an en¬ 
counter with a man-eater no 
treat. It’s reassuring to know 
that even if one appeared it 
Is very unlikely to attack In 
the cooler waters of these lat¬ 
itudes. 

The man-eating shark is 
more aggressive in tropical 
waters, and in Sydney, Aus¬ 
tralia, where the waters are 
much warmer, the beaches are 
fenced in to prevent shark at¬ 
tack. Southeast Australia has 
the greatest incidence of shark 
attack in the world. Frequent¬ 
ly a man-eating shark’s senses 
may attract It to a human, but 
the person's size and motion 
will frighten it away. There¬ 
fore, the danger of attack be¬ 
comes greater with the ap¬ 
proach of darkness or in wa¬ 
ters that are muddy, when 
sharks are most apt to be sur¬ 
prised. Their attitude toward 
humans might well be com¬ 
pared to that of the grizzly 
bear, which almost never at¬ 
tacks unless (1) It comes upon 
a person by surprise, or (.2) the 
person molests the bear. 

Following are precautions 
suggested as a result of exten¬ 
sive U- S. Government research 
during World War II: 

1. Any large, still object 
at the water’s surface will 
attract a shark’s attention. 
Keep moving (preferably out 
of the water!). 

2. If there are several 
swimmers, *tay together and 
move slowly to a protected 
place. 

3. And, v e - y important 
don’t attack the shark! Even 
the timid varieties will fight 
back, and drawing the 
shark's blood may attract 
others. In fact, any substan¬ 
tial amount of blood in water 
will stir most sharks into a 
frenzy of activity. 

As previously mentioned, 
however, In New England the 
chances are extremely remote 
that the shark you observe on 
your fishing trip or swimming 
Ln shallow waters Is a man- 
eater. Not one authenticated 
bite has been recorded in the 
past 80 years in waters north 
of Cape Cod. The latest on the 
Cape goes back 25* years to 
July 25, 1936, when a swimmer 
was fatally wounded by 
shark near Mattapolsett on 
Buzzard's Bay. 

The most common and best 
known sharks in our waters 
are the harmless sand sharks 
and the dogfishes. Sand 
sharks, the bigger of the 
two, generally run around 
four to six feet, although 
nine-footers have been tak¬ 
en. Thousands of these 
sharks Invade the New Eng¬ 
land waters in summer. 
Where they go In winter is 
not known, probably to 
warmer purts. 

This shark frequently comes 
into shallow waters, often into 
the tide line — which is prob 
ably responsible for the great 
majority of the shark scares 
on our beaches. There are no 
records of anyone ever having 
been bitten by sand sharks Ip 
North American waters, al 
though they may frequently 
alosely approach a bather. 

There are about 20 different 
kinds of sharks found regu¬ 


larly or occasionally in our 
waters. Among them are the 
hammerhead shark, with Its 
flattened and grotesque head, 
and the thresher shark, with 
Its enormous sicklelike tall. 
Both are generally thought to 
be harmless, and in addition 
are only found far from shore. 

The indigo - colored blue 
shark is often an object of per¬ 
secution, simply because it is 
frequently seen and Is so ob 
viously colored as to attract 
attention. Rut there has never 
been a case of its attacking 
a man.

VA Explains 
Rulings On 
Emergencies 

Emergency treatment of 
veterans in private hospitals 
may be paid for by the Veter¬ 
ans Administration only if 
the medical care Is for a 
service - connected condition, 
Dr. Francis B. Carroll, Veter¬ 
ans Administration Area Med¬ 
ical Director at Boston said 
this week. 

The medical emergency 
must have been such that an 
attempt to secure admission 
to a VA hospital would have 
been hazardous to the veteran, 
he added. 

And the VA may assume full 
medical responsibility ln such 
cases only if the emergency 
treatment is reported to the 
nearest VA hospital or region 
al office within 72 hours after 
the veteran’s admission to the 
private hospital. 

The VA cannot pay private 
hospital bills for veterans who 
elect to receive treatment ln 
non-VA facilities as a matter 
of choice rather than of neces¬ 
sity, Dr. Carroll explained. 

A veteran who has paid his 
private hospital bill for emer 
gency treatment of a service- 
connected condition, may file 
a claim for reimbursement by 
the VA, Dr. Carroll said. 

These claims may be ap¬ 
proved upon condition that 
the veteran submits proof that 
the emergency required him 
to be taken to the nearest 
private hospital for treatment 
and would not have permit 
ted his admission to a VA 
hospital.

2. Have detours well 
marked and uncomplicated 
as possible. Confusion caus¬ 
es traffic tie-ups. 

3. Avoid restricting a trav¬ 
eled portion of highways 
with piles of dirt, equip¬ 
ment, and other obstruc¬ 
tions. There have been re¬ 
cent instances in Boston 
where dirt from sewer pipe 
excavations has been piled 
on main traffic arteries, re¬ 
stricting the heavily trav¬ 
eled area to one narrow lane 
and causing rush hour trafi- 
fic jams in which cars hard¬ 
ly moved for more than an 
hour. 

4. Avaid maintenance work 
opening holes, etc., during 
rush hours on heavily traf¬ 
ficked streets. This work 
should he done at times 


when It does not obstruct 
traffic. 

5. Avoid line painting, 
highway sweeping and sim¬ 
ilar work during penk traf¬ 
fic hours. This work should 
be done at times when It 
does not obstruct traffic.

ordered Ricciardi to bring ouster proceedings against 
Bessette. 

Ricciardi, who knows that Volpe would like to 
remove him as well as Bessette, brought charges 
against Bessette but did so before the waterways 
probe was anywhere nearly finished 


It would be unfair to accuse 
Ricciardi of lodging com¬ 
plaints against Bessette pre¬ 
maturely. He would have been 
blasted for stalling and for de¬ 
fying the Governor if he had 
not done so. 

Ricciardi, however, was weak 
on several points. 

Although Bessette is a sub¬ 
ordinate of his, Ricciardi made 
no investigation of his own. In¬ 
stead, he took the material that 
had been assembled by invest¬ 
igators working for Attorney 
General Edward J. McCormack. 
Jr., and State Commissioner of 
Administration and Finance 
Charles Gibbons and based his 
complaints on its contents. 

Ricciardi can argue that he 
has no facilities to conduct an 
investigation and that he has a 
vast highway construction pro¬ 
gram to direct. But technically, 
he’s responsible for the actions 
of a division head working 
under him. 

He expected and requested 
that an Assistant Attorney Gen¬ 
eral present the evidence 
against Bessette only to dis¬ 
cover that the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral’s office can’t do that in 
an administrative case. 

Instead of postponing the 
hearing until some competent 
attorney could familiarize him¬ 
self with the case, Ricciardi 
dumped it into the lap of an 
administrative assistant, who 
had been in the department 
little more than a week and 
who had been recommended 
for his job by Governor Volpe’s 
office. 

The result was that the 
charges against Bessette were 
presented by an attorney un¬ 
familiar with the case. IT hen 
the proceedings finally were 
concluded, the only witnesses 
who had testified, except for 
Bessette himself, were employ¬ 
ees who work under Bessette, 
Governor Volpe has made it 
crystal clear that he has no in¬ 
tention of letting the matter 
drop with the 30-day suspen 
sion meted out to Bessette by 
Ricciardi. 

Investigators working under 
McCormack and Giibbons are 
delving into many matters 
other than those on which the 
ouster charges against Bessette 
were based at the recent hear¬ 
ing- 

When they have concluded 
their work, the material they 
have assembled will be turned 
over to Ricciardi. 

What Volpe obviously would 
like to do is give Ricciardi the 
heave-ho and have a new pub¬ 
lic works commissioner con¬ 
duct the next hearing on the 
complaints against Bessette. 
There’s no prospect, however, 
that he will be able to get 
Ricciardi out in the immediate 
future. 

One of the issues still to be 
resolved is whether the State 
got its money’s worth for the 
$81,000 it spent for the dredg 
ing of a channel in Popponesset 
Creek and Bay. 

Bessette testified at his hear¬ 
ing that the Commonwealth got 
a bargain in the channel. 

A leading engineering firm, 
in a report which was not given 
to Ricciardi until the hearing 
W4B almost over, declared that 
the contracting firm didn’t do 
all the work it was supposed to 
do within the area in which the 
channel was supposed to be 
dredged. 

A mystifying question 
what responsibility, if any, 
rests on Bessette if the firm 
didn’t do all the work it was 
required to do under the pro¬ 
visions of its contract. 

Bessette insists that the re- 






sponsibility for seeing that con¬ 
tractors on waterways jobs live 
up to the terms of their con¬ 
tracts belongs to his engineers, 
not to him. 

Another unanswered ques¬ 
tion is why a contractor was 
permitted to start a dredging 
job in Buttermilk Bay seven 
months after the work was sup¬ 
posed to be finished. 

Still another is why a dredg¬ 
ing company which never fin¬ 
ished any job on time was 
awarded one contract after an 
other. 

Many persons were unable to 
understand why many of the 
startling charges they read in 
the newspapers were never even 
mentioned at-the Bessette ouster 
hearing. 

The explanation is that these 
negations, while shocking on 
the surface, apparently do not 
necessarily constitute grounds 
for firing a public official. 

As one competent attorney 
put it, it seems strange to the 
average person that a State 
agency tvould award $250,000 
in contracts to a dredging com¬ 
pany headed by a registered 
bookie, but that in itself is not 
illegal. 

It becomes even stranger 
when the company headed by 
the bookie never finished a job 
within the time prescribed in 
its contracts, but kept on get¬ 
ting more contracts. 

It was unusual, to say the 
least, that more than 81,- 
500,000 in State funds were 
poured into waterfront im¬ 
provements in the little Cape 
Cod town of Wellfleet after 
Bessette became a summer resi¬ 
dent there. That in itself is not 
illegal. Whether it reflects good 
administrative judgment 
something else again. 

Nothing was said at the pub¬ 
lic hearing about Bessette ap¬ 
pointing his business associate 
New Bedford cocktail 
lounge — the ex-husband of 
Bessette’s wife — as an ap¬ 
praiser to estimate the value of 
land which the Waterways Di¬ 
vision proposed to buy at 
South Cape Beach. 

It’s not illegal to spend pub¬ 
lic funds on plans which are 
never used, but it’s hardly a 
commendable administrative 
practice. 

It’s apparently not illegal to 
spend public funds to dredge 
a channel which starts nowhere 
and goes nowhere. At least that 
didn’t receive much attention at 
the public hearing. 

But these things are all 
pieces in a mirror reflecting the 
administration of a branch of 
the State government. 

This is a story which ob¬ 
viously still has some unwritten 
:hapters.

Chief Perkins Warns of Fire 
Hazards in Homes; Be Alert 


Most home owners would re¬ 
tort "Fire hit my house? 
Don’t be ridiculous" if you 
asked them about fire pre¬ 
cautions they had taken. 

But Newton Fire Chief 
Frederick A. Perkins Jr., said 
today the possibility of fire 
isn’t so ridiculous when you 
look at the annual figures. 

Some 550,000 U. S. and 50,- 
000 Canadian homes were des¬ 
troyed or damaged by fire and 
there w*ere more than 6,000 
deaths in home fires, accord¬ 
ing to National Fire Protec¬ 
tion Estimates. 

Chief Perkins continued: 

"One effective answ'er to 
this threat to our homes is 
good family habits about fire. 

"Good family habits include 
such matters as care with 
matches and smoking, keeping 
heating and cooking equip¬ 
ment in good order, proper 
use of electrical fuses, appli¬ 
ances and extension cords, and 
frequent clean-ups of com¬ 
bustibles. 

‘High on the list of family 
safety measures is a carefully 
prepared and rehearsed escape 
plan for fire emergencies, with 
alternate routes from every 
room. 


"A nightly inspection at bed¬ 
time also makes good sense. 
This is the time to make sure, 
for example, that no smolder¬ 
ing cigarette is wedged in the 
corner of an upholstered chair 
or sofa, that appliances and 
portable heaters are turned 
off, that all interior doors are 
closed to help keep any fire 
from spreading. 

"The fire-safe family doesn’t 
gamble with fire. It knows the 
odds are in fire’s favor.” 


Overdue Book 
Fines Go To 
5c Per Day 

The rising costs of just 
about everything has extend¬ 
ed to the Newton Free Li¬ 
brary, and after Sept. 5 over¬ 
due books will cost five cents 

day instead of the present 
two cents. But under new 
rules and regulations books 
may be taken out for an initial 
period of three weeks. 

The Trustees of the Free Li¬ 
brary announced that books 
may be renewed once for an 
additional three weeks. All re¬ 
newal must be in person, and 
the previous practice of tele¬ 
phoned renewal will be dis¬ 
continued. Current fiction 
books may be borrowed for 
only seven day periods. 

Children’s overdue pay¬ 
ments will remain at two 
cents per day, but otherwise 
the same borrowing rules will 
prevail. 

City Librarian William Kun- 
kel explained that the changes 
were made for the following 
reasons: 

To give the borrower an ad¬ 
ditional week on the initial 
loan period. 

To give better service to 
users who come to the library 
or who telephone for informa¬ 
tion. 

To free telephone lines for 
the calls of library users seek¬ 
ing information. 

To get books back to the li¬ 
brary more quickly after the 
borrower has finished with 
them, and thereby make more 
books available to the public. 

To bring the fine rate more 
nearly in line with the in¬ 
creased cost of processing 
overdue books and maintain¬ 
ing fine records. 

To reduce the amount of 
clerical work done in proces¬ 
sing overdue notices.

Mayor Solves Aldermanic Snafu 
By Vetoing Resolution He Likes 

Mayor Donald L. Gibbs has vetoed on technical 
grounds a resolution adopted by the Board of Aider- 
men calling for the appointment of an eight-member 
committee to make a study of over-all city planning. 

The Mayor rejected the resolve because it is based 
on a companion measure approving his community 
renewal survey application which is still stalled in the 
Aldermanic Board. 


Actually, the Aldermen 
thought they were adopting 
both resolutions, but their 
action approving the applica¬ 
tion for a community renewal 
survey was nullified when 
Alderman Melvin J. Dangel 
filed a motion for reconsider¬ 
ation with the city clerk on 
th e ground that he wanted 
more time to study the matter. 

Then it developed that the 
second resolution authorizing 
Aldermanic President Wen¬ 
dell R. Bauckman to appoint 
an eight-member study com¬ 
mittee contained the state¬ 
ment: “Measures have now 
been taken to enable the City 
of Newton to apply for a fed¬ 
eral grant to permit the city 
to undertake a Community 
Renewal program.’’ 

Since the measures, in 
fact, had not been taken, 
Mayor Gibbs unraveled the 
snafu by vetoing the reso¬ 
lution for the appointing of 
the survey committee. 

At the same time the Mayor 
emphasized that he was heart¬ 
ily in accord with the idea 
of creating such a committee 
and that he would sign such 
a resolve if it is adopted at 
the same time that his urban 
renewal survey application is 
given Aldermanic approval. 

Gibbs also stressed that he 
was in no way critical of the 
“slight delay” caused by Dan- 
gel’s motion for reconsidera¬ 
tion, asserting that he realized 
the necessity of giving every¬ 
one ample opportunity to eval¬ 
uate the Community Renewal 
Program. 

When the Aldermen as¬ 
semble a week from Mon¬ 
day night, they undoubted¬ 
ly will approve both the 
Mayor’s application for a 
federnl renewal grant and 
the resolution of Alderman

A change in the lending 
rules of the Newton Free Li¬ 
brary has been adopted by 
its Board of Trustees. Be¬ 
ginning September 5th most 
books may be borrowed for 
three weeks and renewed 
once for an additional three 
weeks. Renewals may be 
made in the issuing library 
only. Renewal of books by 
telephone will be discon¬ 
tinued. Current fiction may 
be borrowed for seven days. 

After September 5th the 
two cent a day fine for over¬ 
due books, in effect since 
1870, will be a thing of the 
past. Fines for overdue books 
in the (gdult departments 
will increase to five cents a 
day. 

Commenting on these 
changes, City Librarian A. 
William Kunkel noted that 
they were instituted, after a 
study of lending policies in 
Newton and other communi¬ 
ties, for the folloiVing rea¬ 
sons: to give the borrower 
an additional week on the 
initial loan period; to give 
better service to customers 
who come to the library or 
who telephone for informa¬ 
tion. This will be possible by 
allowing the staff more time, 
free from the interruption 
of telephone renewals, to as¬ 
sist the public. 

To free telephone lines for 
the calls of library custom¬ 
ers seeking information; to 
get books back to the library 
more quickly after the bor¬ 
rower has finished with them 
and thereby make more books 
available to the public; to 
f bring the fine rate more 
nearly in line with the in¬ 
creased cost of processing 
overdue books and maintain¬ 
ing fine records; to reduce 
the amount of clerical work 
done in processing overdue 
notices.

He not only has much more influence with the 
present Democratic-controlled State Legislature than 
does Governor Volpe, but he also had considerably 
more influence with the two previous Democratic Legis¬ 
latures than did ex-Governor Foster Furcolo, himself 


A number of political ob¬ 
servers have expressed the con¬ 
viction that Furcolo might have 
won his fight for the enact¬ 
ment of a sales tax if Callahan 
had made an all-out drive be¬ 
hind him. They reasoned that 
Callahan would have been able 
to »wing votes which Furcolo 
couldn’t reach. 

The secret of Callahan's suc¬ 
cess in getting the Legislature 
to do what he desires is his 
highly effective use of his pat¬ 
ronage power, coupled with his 
reputation for keeping his word 
and getting things done. 

No Governor in more than a 
decade, with the exception of 
the late Paul A. Dever, has 
used the patronage at his dis¬ 
posal as effectively and suc¬ 
cessfully as has Callahan. 

To a seasoned Beacon Hill 
onlooker it was astonishing 
that Callahan, who was operat¬ 
ing the Massachusetts Toll 
Road, could have more in¬ 
fluence with the Legislature 
than ex-Governor Furcolo with 
the patronage power of his of¬ 
fice and all the state agencies. 
Yet, that was the fact. 

Callahan is an outstanding 
administrator. No one can dis¬ 
pute that. Whether he is the 
genius at accomplishing things 
that his admirers claim him to 
be, may be open to question. 

He hasn't yet been successful 
in extending the Toll Road 
from Weston through Newton 
into Boston. It’s unlikely, how¬ 
ever, that anyone but Callahan, 
after two unsuccessful attempts 
to sell the bonds to float the 
Toll Road extension, would be 
getting ready for a third try. 

Indeed, anyone other than 
Callahan probably would have 
been denied the right to make 
a third endeavor and would 
have ben curtly ordered to step 
aside so that the State could get 
on with the business of con¬ 
structing a freeway to link the 
Toll Road with Boston. 

Governor Volpe, however, 
knows better than anyone that 
he has no chant'e of securing 
the repeal of the law giving 
Callahan the exclusive right to 
construct the Toll Road link as 
long as Callahan wants to try 
to build it. 

No objective observer could 
challenge Callahan s great 
ability, tremendous courage or 
remarkable determination and 
tenacity. 

Here is a man who several 
years ago suffered cancer of 
the throat and had his voice 
box removed. When the opera¬ 
tion was completed, he was 
mute. He couldn’t utter a word. 

That would have driven a 
lesser man than Callahan into 
retirement. 

At first Callahan continued 
to work by writing his answers 
on a pad of paper. 

Then he learned to speak by 
a method of controlling his 
breathing. Callahan has master¬ 
ed the technique to such an ex¬ 
tent that he can make a public 
address. 

To under-ei-timate a man of 
that stamp would be ridiculous. 

Even though live civic or¬ 
ganizations are opposing Calla¬ 
han's plans for extending the 
Toll Road into Boston, it’s 
possible that he may still suc¬ 
ceed in floating his bonds un¬ 
less other developments ham¬ 
per his efforts. 

As ex-Mayor Howard Whit¬ 
more, Jr., of Newton, one of his 
top adversaries in the Toll 
Road controversy, pointed out, 
the resourceful Callahan is not 
a man to sell short at any time 
under auv corcumstances. 

A difference of opinion 
exists on whether Callahan has 
done an outstanding job as 
chairman of the State Office 


Building Commission and 
whether the Commonwealth is 
suffering any great loss in his 
forced retirement from that po¬ 
sition. 

Republican State Senator 
Philip A. Graham of Hamilton 
recently had some harsh things 
to say about political hacks be¬ 
ing appointed to well-paying 
jobs by that commission. Those 
kind of charges bounce off Cal¬ 
lahan like bee-bee gun fire off 
the side of a Sherman tank. 

Callahan did get work 
underway on the new State Of¬ 
fice Building with a speed 
which earned expressions of 
praise. The methods he used 
in achieving that speed, how¬ 
ever, drew sharp criticism. 

In order to accelerate the 
demolition of structures which 
had to be tom down to make 
way for the new State House 
Annex, Callahan simply has 
30-day eviction notices served 
on the. occupants of the build¬ 
ings. 

They either had to move in 
30 days or be evicted along 
with their belongings. No at¬ 
tempt was made to assist them 
in relocating. They were al¬ 
lowed nothing for moving ex¬ 
penses. They were simply told 
to get out. 

That's one way of achieving 
speed. It's also known as 
sweeping people under the rug 
to make way for public im¬ 
provements. The federal gov¬ 
ernment does not permit such 
a method of operation on its 
projects. 

The Boston Redevelopment 
Authority will move much 
more slowly on the Govern¬ 
ment Centre development in 
the adjoining Scollay Square 
area than did Callahan in the 
State Office Building site. 

Even if the Redevelopment 
Authority members wanted to 
follow Callahan’s methods — 
which they do not — they 
would not be allowed to do 
so by the federal government 
which will pay two-thirds of 
the cost of the project. 

Where Callahan handed out 
30-day eviction notices, Re¬ 
development Authority em¬ 
ployees will spend months in 
assisting families to be uproot¬ 
ed in finding new homes and 
in aiding business establish¬ 
ments to obtain new locations. 

Every Republican Governor 
in the last two decades except 
Robert F. Bradford has battled 
Callahan, who, incidentally, 
held no public post during 
Bradford’s administration. 

One of Leverett SaltonstalTs 
early actions as Governor was 
to institute removal proceed¬ 
ings against Callahan, then the 
State Public Works Commis¬ 
sioner, and force his ouster, 

Callahan went back as Pub¬ 
lic Works Commissioner dur¬ 
ing the De\er administration, 
but Christian A. Herter upon 
assuming office in 1953 de¬ 
manded and obtained his resig¬ 
nation. 

Volpe clashed with Callahan 
earlier in the year over the ex¬ 
tension of the Toll Road but 
then ba ked away because it 
appealed at ihe time that lie 
was endangering the proposed 
Prudential Centre. Volpe, a 
lonely Republican in a Demo¬ 
cratic sea, is not as well posi¬ 
tioned for a test of strength 
with Callahan as was either 
Saltonstall or Herter. 

It is difficult to dispute the 
contention that Callahan is 
u onderman who can get things 
done more quickly than any¬ 
one else because while Foster 
Furcolo was Governor virtually 
no one else got a chance to 
show what he could do

Her daughter, Abigail, 
wan playing on the rocks 
when she heard her mother, 
swimming 30 yards from 
shore, scream for help. Mrs. 
Colyer disappeared from the 
surface and Abigail ran to 
the Thresher cottage shout¬ 
ing “Mommy’s drowning.” 
Mr. Thresher said ho was 
nearby making a sketch of 
Lighthouse Point, Marble¬ 
head, whep he heard Ids 
granddaughter shout. 

When the family reached 
the scene, no trace could be 
seen of Mrs. Colyer. Mr. 
Thresher notified the Coast 
Guard and a helicopter pilot 
spotted the body a half hour 
later.

diver. Tho ’copter was piloted 
by Lt. (J.g.) Winon E. Corley 
of Danvers. 

Lt. Corley spotted the body 
beneath the surface and re¬ 
quested the aid of a skindiver. 
He radioed ahead to Salem 
Hospital and asked that the 
parking lot be cleared for an 
emergency landing by the 
’copter. Hospital attendants 
crossed two white sheets In 
the parking lot to designate 
his landing point. 

Dr. Arthur W. O’Neil, asso- 
ciat medical examiner of 
Salem, pronounced her dead 
on arrival at the hospital and 
estimated that she had been 
in the water one to three 
hours. 

Former Rep. Thresher said 
her daughter was a very 
strong swimmer, and possibly 
suffered a cramp or became 
exhausted. 

“Two days l>ofore she 
swam more than a mile to 
another Island and back,” 
Mrs. Thresher related. “She 
was a strong swimmer, but 
she had been warned not to 
go in the water alone, even 
though she was an able 
swimmer.” 

The currents are very 
strong at that point. 

"She could have died of a 
cramp or exhaustion, but 
we’ll never know,” Dr. O’Neil 
said. 

Her father recently retired 
as director of admissions at 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, a post which he 
filled for 25 years. Her mother 
served as State Representa¬ 
tive from Newton from 1951 
until last year when she was 
defeated in a bid for a State 
Senate seat.

Ernest F. Dietz of 93 
Hancock ave., Newton Cen¬ 
tre, well known civic lead¬ 
er, will seek election as 
Ward Alderman from 
Ward 6 which takes in 
Chestnut Hill and Newton 
Centre.

School Committeeman 
Francis P. Frazier is a can¬ 
didate for reelection to the 
Newton School Board from 
Ward 1. He will be seeking 
his 11th consecutive term 
in the Nov. 7 election. His 
home is at 127 Pearl street. 

Himself an educator, 
Frazier retired June 30 
from the position as princi¬ 
pal of the Willism Howard 
Taft Junior High School in 
Brighton. 

Active in civic, fraternal and 
veteran affairs, he is a past 
Grand Knight of the Newton

Frazier declared that the 
School Committee now must 
squarely meet the issue as 
presented in the North Side 
Elementary School Study pre¬ 
pared by Planning Consultant 
Charles E. Downe. 

A second problem, he said, 
is to determine whether the 
old Newton High S c hool 
should be rehabilitated or a 
new school erected of campus 
design and organized by 
houses. 

Frazier expressed the opi¬ 
nion that the mathematics 
course in the Newton school 
system must be reoriented and 
the foreign language course 
not only made more function¬ 
al but started earlier and con¬ 
tinued in a longer sequence. 

He declared that the de¬ 
mand for a bigger and bet¬ 
ter school system must be 
tempered by the financial 
burden which would he plac¬ 
ed on the city’s taxpayers. 
Committeeman Frazier ques¬ 
tioned the propriety of asking 
Newton taxpayers to pay for 
a free education for youths 
over 16 "who make a mockery 
of all attempts by teachers to 
educate them." 

"Should the Newton taxpay¬ 
ers be forced to pay $432 per 
year to allow school loafers 
to continue wasting their time 
and the taxpayers’ money?" 
he demanded. 

Frazier called for granting 
tangible rewards to school ad¬ 
ministrators who show excep¬ 
tionally good leadership and 
to teachers who carry far be¬ 
yond the letter of their con¬ 
tracts.

Danger-By-The-Y ard 

The real challenge of Labor Day driving on our 
express highways and city streets is not simply to 
survive that weekend, but rather to live and let live 
safely. Labor Day does not end the need for alertness. 
Liberty Mutual Insurance Company points out that 
the cumulative death toll from “normal traffic greatly 
overshadows that of Memorial Day, July 4th and 
Labor Day. 

These weekends have been dramatized to such an 
extent that many of us are inclined to shun highways 
during these peak traffic periods. Liberty Mutual traf¬ 
fic engineers have sent us a reminder that Labor Day 
marks a shift of emphasis from danger-by-the mile to 
danger-by-the yard—danger by the school yard and 
danger by the well-kept yards that line our residential 
streets.

If only we keep our cars’ safety equipment in 
shape to serve instantly when needed . . . 

If only we remember that most accidents occur 
on familiar grounds . . . 

If only this Labor Day we recognize that careful, 
considerate driving is not just for holidays but is a 
day-to-day need . . . 

Then we can edge our traffic toll down a little 
each day.

The possibility of a com¬ 
promise will become somewhat 
stronger if Congressman Thom¬ 
as J. Lane of Lawrence should 
win the fight he is presently 
waging on Washingtons Capi¬ 
tol Hill for the enactment of a 
bill which would increase the 
membership of the national 
House and give Massachusetts 
13 seats in the next Congress 
instead of 12. 

Lane doesn’t seem to be 
making much headway in his 
drive, but he might finally 
succeed if Congressional Ma¬ 
jority Leader John W. McCor¬ 
mack throws his support be¬ 
hind the endeavor. 

Even then, however, the dis¬ 
trict which would be slated to 
be carved up probably would 
be that of Congressman Curtis. 

If the membership of Con¬ 
gress is not enlarged, the like¬ 
lihood of a stalemate between 
the Republican Governor and 
the Democratic Legislature, 
which would force all congres¬ 
sional candidates to run state¬ 
wide, will be very great. 

Volpe has declared repeated¬ 
ly that he will sign a bill which 
would be fair to both the Re¬ 
publican and Democratic 
parties. He has made it plain 
that he considers an equilahle 
solution would be for each 
party to lose one seat. 

Democratic leaders are cool 
to that idea. They would like 
to wipe out two Republican dis¬ 
tricts and more if they could. 
Volpe would veto a bill which 
did that. 

The only thing which may 
cause Democratic legislative 
chieftans to back down and 
pass a bill acceptable to Volpe 
is the pressure being exerted 
on them by Democratic Con¬ 
gressmen who don't want to 
make costly state-wide cam¬ 
paigns. 

A heavy responsibility rests 
on Volpe because neither Cur¬ 
tis nor any other Republican 
Congressman can be legislated 
out of office unless Volpe 
signs a redistricting bill into 
law. 

Volpe hardly could place his 
signature on a bill which 
wiped out the Curtis district 
and then forget about Curtis.

complete his public career in 
Congress. 

If a new congressional dis¬ 
trict is created in which he 
has a reasonable chance of 
winning, he'll seek another 
term on Capitol Hill. 

If no bill is passed and the 
Congressmen are elected on a 
state-wide basis, the politically 
potent Curtis undoubtedly 
would take his chances in such 
a contest. 

But if Curtis’ district is 
wiped out and there is no open¬ 
ing for him to stand for reelec¬ 
tion to Congress, you can ex¬ 
pect to see him set his sights 

the U. S. Senate. 

Curtis would he a strong 
running mate with Volpe. He 
not only is extremely popular 
in his own congressional dis¬ 
trict, hut he has a substantial 
following across the state. 

George Lodge, son of the 
former UN Ambassador, whom 
some Republicans are trying 
to boom for high public office, 
certainly couldn’t match 
strength with Curtis in a state¬ 
wide fight. 

Where Young Lodge has 
never been elected to anything, 
Curtis has served five terms 
in Congress, one term as State 
Treasurer and has served in 
both branches of the State 
Lgisluture. 

The situation would become 
somewhat complicated if Curtis 
were legislated out of office 
and ex-Governor and former 
Secretary of State Christian A. 
Herter should decide to return 
to Massachusetts and stand for 
the Senate. 

In that event another place 
would have to be found on the 
GOP ticket for Curtis. 

It is unlikely lhat any Re¬ 
publican except Herter could 
take the Senate nomination 
away from Curtis if the latter 
is unable to run for another 
term to Congress and Volpe 
stands for reelection.

Beebette Suspension 
Will End On Sept. 11 

State Waterways Division Di¬ 
rector Rudolphe G. Bessette is 
scheduled to return to hit job 
Sept. II after his 30-day §u»- 


on removal charges against 
him. 

State Auditor Thomas J. 
Buckley has made a number 
of serious allegations against 
Bessette's operation of the Stale 
Waterways Division which are 
still unanswered. 

Representative Francis W. 
Perry, Duxbury Republican, 
has made even more. 

Bessette’s suspension caused 
no cessation in the fire of criti¬ 
cism against the way he has 
run the State agency he heads. 
If anything, it has increased the 
tempo and vigor of the attacks. 

Even at the time Bessette 
was suspended for 30 days by 
State Public Works Comm. 
Jack P Ricciardi a substantial 
amount of evidence had been 
compiled which had not been 
presented at the first ouster 
hearing. 

This all adds up to the fact 
that a second ouster hearing 
is probably inevitable. The 
only real question is when it 
will be held. 

It seems unlikely that it will 
be scheduled for earlier than 
Sept. 11, the date on which 
Bessette is slated to return to 
work, although that is a possi¬ 
bility. 

That means that Bessette may 
he back in charge of the Water¬ 
ways Division beginning the 
second full week in Septem¬ 
ber even while a new case is be¬ 
ing prepared against him. 

Reports have been circulated 
at the State House that Bes¬ 
sette may apply for retirement 
rather than return to his job. 
However, Bessette denied that 
he has any such intention. 


Newtonite At 
Maine Safely 
Conference 

“Massive doses of protec¬ 
tion and continued inocula¬ 
tions of education” were pre¬ 
scribed today at the Maine 
State Safety Conference by 
Bert R. Harmon of 247 Spiers 
Road, Road, Newton, for the 
safety and well-being of chil¬ 
dren. 

A featured speaker at the 
conference Harmon pointed 
out that “from their first year 
of life, more children are kill¬ 
ed in accident sthan by child¬ 
hood diseases. 

“Seventeen million children 
sustain accidental injuries in 
the United States every year,” 
he said. “50,000 pre-school chil¬ 
dren are permanently crip¬ 
pled or disabled. In addition, 


15,000 children through age 14 
were killed in all types of ac¬ 
cidents, last year.” 

Harmon, manager of the 
Massachusetts Safety Council, 
suggested that accident pre¬ 
vention in childhood must be¬ 
gin with one hundred per cent 
protection and proceed to¬ 
wards a complete program of 
education. He discussed stud¬ 
ios which indicate that emo¬ 
tional, physical, habit and 
socio economic factors must be 
controlled if childhood acci¬ 
dents are to be reduced.

Volpe Tripped Self 
In Ricciardi Blast 

Governor Volpe seemed to 
trip over his own words when 
he told newsmen that he would 
like to remove Public Works 
Commissioner Ricciardi but 
does not have either the 
grounds or the votes in the 
Executive Council to do so. 

When Volpe concluded his 
statements on this subject, they 
all added up to a desire on the 
Governor’s part to have his 
own man running the Public 
Works Department which has 
more patronage than all the 
rest of the State agencies com¬ 
bined. 

That is an understandable 
wish , but Volpe is by no means 
Hhe first Governor who has had 
a holdover heading the Public 
Works Department during his 
regime. 

Volpe criticized Ricciardi’) 
lack of experience for the job, 
hut it appears that (icciardi 
had more actual experience 
when he assumed the public 
works commissioner than did 
Volpe himself when he 
appointed to the same post by 
ex-Governor Herter hack 
1953. 

The Governor's assertion 
that Ricciardi is trying to do 
a good job of running tne Pub¬ 
lic Works Department and that 
lie has no grounds on which to 
fire him, caused most Beacon 
Hill observers to conclude that 
Volpe's desire to oust the 
DPW head steins largely from 
political considerations. 

If Volpe has no grounds to 
institute removal proceedings 
against Ricciardi and if the 
Governor is satisfied Ricciardi 
is trying to do a good iob, the

spiratory protection against 
dust. 

“Chlorine Is a non-flammable 
gas, but, like oxygen, is cap¬ 
able of supporting the com¬ 
bustion of certain substances. 
Chlorine is toxic and a few 
deep breaths of chlorine at 
concentrations of 1,000 parts 
per million arc likely to be 
fatal and that concentrations 
of from 40 to 60 parts per 
million are dangerous for even 
a short exposure. 

"Fortunately, chlorine is in¬ 
tensely Irritating to the re- 
respiratory system and con¬ 
centrations of 3 to 5 parts per 
million in air are usually 
readily detectable. A person 
would not willingly remain in 
atmospheres containing high¬ 
er concentrations. 

“Fire and Explosion Haz¬ 
ards: Non-combustible in air, 
but most combustible ma¬ 
terials will burn in chlorine as 
they do in oxygen; flammable 
gases and vapors will form 
explosive mixtures with chlo¬ 
rine. Reacts explosively, or 
forms explosive compounds, 
with many common chemicals, 
especially, acetylene, turpen¬ 
tine, ether, ammonia gas, fuel 
gas, hydrocarbons, hydrogen 
and finely divided metals. 

“Life Hazard: Poison gas. 
Used as such in World War I. 
Maximum acceptable concen¬ 
tration, 1 part per million. 
Liquid chlorine will cause 
serious sun burns. 

“Storage: Protect against 
physical damage. Store in cool 
dry well-ventilated place away 
from combustible materials. 
Shipping containers may rup¬ 
ture from exposure to heat, 
particularly if chlorine content 
is high. 

“(A) Store these swimming 
pool chemicals out of reach 
of children. 

"(B) Dispose of spilled ma¬ 
terial immediately by flushing 
with large quantities of water. 

"(C) Use clean dry and 
non-combustible scoops when 
transferring the disinfectant 
from the container to the 
pool.

Living With Your Heart 

(“Living With Your Heart is a community service 
of the Massachusetts Heart Association.”) 

Found: a way to return to life victims of heart 
attacks, electrocution, suffocation and other disasters, 
without the drastic measure of opening the chest. 

The latest technique — measures — injection of heart 
closed-chest resuscitation — stimulants, electric counter- 
has proven so successful in shock in the event of wildly 
the hands of experts that the uncontrolled heartbeat, and 
American Heart Association 
has dispatched teams through 
the nation, including Massa¬ 
chusetts, to teach it to phy¬ 
sicians. In turn, they are teach¬ 
ing it to other medically- 
qualified personnel. 

Before discussing the tech¬ 
nique, however, the Massa¬ 
chusetts Heart Association 
warns that the overvigorous 
and overenthusiastic applica¬ 
tion of this technique can re¬ 
sult in broken ribs or a broken 
breastbone, lung, liver and 
heart damage. 

Closed-chest resuscitation is 
made possible by the position 
of the heart in the chest 
cavity. It is bounded on the 
front by the breastbone, to the 
rear by the vertabrae, and its 
motion is laterally limited by 
the membranous sac enclosing 
it. 

When a person “dies” sud¬ 
denly, he may be placed by 
the doctor on his back, or 
firm surface. The doctor 
places the heel of his hand on 
the lower part of the breast¬ 
bone and exerts a violent 
downward pressure 60 to 80 
times a minute. 

This pressure compresses 
the heart between the back 
and the breastbone, squeezing 
out blood. Relaxation of the 
pressure allows the heart to 
refill. This sets up circulation 
throughout the body. 

It is, however, only part of 
the story. The victim must 
also have oxygen. If two per¬ 
sons are present, one applies 
the pressure and the other 
immediately begins giving 
mouth-to-nose respiration. If 
only one is present, the closed- 
chest massage, which provides 
come lung ventilation, takes 
precedence. The AHA team 
recommends three or four 
lung ventilations followed 
rapidly by 30 seconds of 
massage, in rotation, if only 
one person is present. 

Resuscitation is continued 
until the patient recovers 
automatic function or until 
there is no hope — another 
reason for the technique to be 
restricted to the medically- 
qualified, for they can tell 
what progress is being made. 

Most spontaneous return oc¬ 
curs in five to twenty minutes, 
but it may take more than an 
hour. 

Time is a critical factor in 
this technique, for unless oxy¬ 
genation is established in four 
minutes, severe and irrever¬ 
sible brain damage will result 
and while “life” may be saved, 
the person may survive as 
vegetable. The technique 
not used for patients dying of 
illnesses which cannot 
cured by presently available 
means. 

Doctors use the technique 
in comblnatoin with other

Lawn grasses have been 
hard-pressed to maintain good 
green color during the heat 
of the summer, but since they 
make their best growth in 
cool weather, they will begin 
to look better now. 

The established lawn will 
benefit from some assistance 
at this season. An application 
of 50 pounds of ground lime¬ 
stone to 100 square feet of 
lawn surface will help to raise 
the alkalinity content of our 
naturally acid soil to a point 
more conducive to the good 
growth of grass. If you ap¬ 
plied ground limestone last 
spring, then none will be 
needed this fall. However, an 
application should be made 
about every second year. 

An application of a good 
lawn fertilizer at this time 
will replenish the nutrients in 
the soil that have been de¬ 
pleted during the summer. 
This will supply the needed 
plant food for the fall growth 
stimulated by cool weather. 
Some horticulturists believe 
the fall is the best time of 
year to apply some of the 
newer types of lawn fertiliz¬ 
ers, if you make a single ap¬ 
plication during a year. The 
main point to remember is to 
read the label on the fertilizer 
package and follow the di¬ 
rections of the manufacturer. 

This is also the ideal time 
to construct a new lawn or 
renovate an old one. Grass 
seed sown now will have the 
benefit of the cool weather 
and normal fall rains to pro¬ 
mote rapid growth. Start with 
the best soil available for the 
lawn. Improve this soil by in¬ 
corporating organic matter 
such as peat moss, native 
peat, well-rotted manure, or 
compost into the soil. 

The soil should be further 
improved with an application 
of 100 pounds of ground lime¬ 
stone and 25 pounds of super¬ 
phosphate per 1000 square 
feet. These elements do not 
move readily within the soil 
and need to be worked four 
inches deep in to the soil prior 
to planting. A 10-10 com¬ 
mercial fertilizer should be 
applied at the rate of 20 
pounds per 1000 square feet 
and workd into the surface 
one to two inches. The soil 
should then be smoothed to 
receive the seed. 

Select a good lawn seed 
mixture containing narrow- 
leaved grasses such as Ken¬ 
tucky Bluegrass, Merrow Blue- 
grass and red or creeping 
fescue. Sow the seed evenly 
at 3 to 4 pounds per 1000 
square feet and roll lightly or 
rake lightly to bring the seed 
in close contact with the soil. 
Sprinkle the newyl - seeded 
area to moisten the seed, and 
keep it moist til after germ¬ 
ination. However, do not 
water heavily as this is apt 
to wash out the seeds or seed¬ 
lings. 

Once started the new grass 
should make good growth and 
become established before 
the cold weather arrives.

WASHINGTON — The 
House last week staged a re¬ 
bellion against the foreign aid 
bill. It adopted the Saund 
amendment, which struck out 
the provision permitting $8.8 
billion of Treasury borrowing 
to finance a five-year program 
for development loans. $1.2 
billion was to be borrowed the 
first year, and $1.9 billion each 
of the remaining four years. 

This procedure is often re¬ 
ferred to as backdoor financ¬ 
ing, because it by-passes the 
usual appropriations proced¬ 
ures. The bill authorized the 
President “to issue, during the 
fiscal years 1962 through 1966, 
notes for purchase by the Sec¬ 
retary of the Treasury in or¬ 
der to carry out the purposes 
of this title”. The purchase of 
a note is of course a straight 
lending transaction. 

The Saund amendment sub¬ 
stituted instead a provision 
for a one-year authorization of 
an appropriation of $1.2 billion, 
and the money will still have 
to be appropriated by the Ap¬ 
propriations Committee. This 
amendment was adopted by a 
non-record vote. 

The issue is by no means 
settled. The adoption of such 
a stiff amendment came as 
surprise, but everyone recog¬ 
nized that the Senate had ap¬ 
proved Treasury borrowing 
for five years, and that the dif¬ 
ferences between the branches 
would go to a conference com¬ 
mittee. If that committee re¬ 
ports back a bill similar to the 
Senate bill, the real contest 
will then take place. 

The fact that the proponents 
did not force a record vote on 
the Saund amendment is an 
indication that this will be the 
strategy. To have forced 
vote at that time would have 
put the Members on record on 
one side or the other, and 
made it more difficult to 
change votes later, when the 
issue on the conference report 
would arise. 

a result, the passage of 
the bill with the Saund amend¬ 
ment became largely a formal¬ 
ity. Even the proponents of 
the original version of the bill 
nearly all voted for final pas¬ 
sage, and the negative votes 
were mostly from die-hard op¬ 
ponents of foreign aid. 

The passage of the Saund 
amendment was a rebellion 
against Treasury borrowing, 
and to some extent against 
past waste and past unsatis¬ 
factory performance of the 
program. Many Congressmen 
wanted to provide for long- 
range planning with reason¬ 
able assurance of financial 
continuity, but believed that 
this could be arranged for in 
other ways. 

They urged that a plan to 
authorize appropriations for 
the program for four or five 
years, but to require annual 
appropriations, would indicate 
Congressional approval for 
continuity, and would permit 
the lending agency to make 
long-term conditional commit¬ 
ments. Under Treasury bor¬ 
rowing, the lending agency 
could make firm commitments 
only of the money borrowed 
for current use, and condi¬ 
tional commitments of the 
money to be borrowed later. 
Both authorization and ap¬ 
propriation are ordinarily re¬ 
quired. 

Treasury borrowing was 
first used during the financial 
crisis in 1932 when the Recon¬ 
struction Finance Corporation 
needed money to loan banks 
and other institutions to save 
their solvency. The Congress 
as an emergency procedure au¬ 
thorized the agency to borrow 
the money from th_ Treasury. 

Since 1932 this procedure 
has been used principally as a 
means of providing money for 
lending operations of the gov¬ 
ernment. In most cases these 
operations involved sound 
loans. Opponents of the pre¬ 
sent bill objected that here 


conditions were different, and 
not suitable for Treasury bor¬ 
rowing. 

It was pointed out that de¬ 
velopment loans might be fif¬ 
ty-year loans to underdevelop¬ 
ed peoples, with no interest 
for ten years, and only limited 
interest after that, and involv¬ 
ed both a large subsidy and 
doubts as to final repayment. 

The bill also provided that 
repayments of development 
loans could be used for fur¬ 
ther lending. How can these 
developing countries pay back 
in dollars the billions which 
will be loaned to them? And 
how could the Presidential 
notes be repaid? These ar¬ 
rangements were attacked as 
irresponsible financial man¬ 
agement, and as involving too 
much of an abdication by the 
Congress over spending. 

I favor making provision for 
long-range planning, refused 
to vote for the Saund amend¬ 
ment, and the following day 
offered an amendment to au¬ 
thorize appropriations for the 
program for two additional 
years. But by that time the 
situation had become confus¬ 
ed, and the amendment failed. 

There was of course much 
more to the bill than develop¬ 
ment loans. It included provi¬ 
sions for military assistance 
and other forms of economic 
aid. These were passed much 
as desired by the administra¬ 
tion.

Ground was broken on Sun¬ 
day for a $125,000 Christian 
education building for the 
United Presbyterian Church 
of Newton which is expected 
to fill a critical need for addi¬ 
tional space and educational 
facilities. 

At noon ceremonies, with 
church members and friends 
looking on, Rev. Burton S. 
Smith, associate pastor, shov¬ 
eled the first spadeful of earth 
for the building at Park and 
Vernon streets, scheduled to 
be completed before the end 
of the year. 

Others taking part were El¬ 
der Neil A. MacLennan, chair¬ 
man of the building commit¬ 
tee, representatives of other 
Newton Comer churches, and 
the Boston Presbytery. Rev. 
Charles N. Pickell, pastor was 
on vacation. 

The building is designed by 
A. D. MacLaren, A.T.A., of 
Andover The new structure 
will be stucco of contemporary 
design. It will contrast, rather 
than blend, with the present 
church of Gothic stone. The 
two-story wing attached to the 
church building will house the 
primary and junior depart¬ 
ments on its second floor, and 
the nursery and kindergarten 
classes on the first floor. Also 
included will be new studies 
for the two pastors and a 
church office.

Hypnosis Is 
Cause of 
Accidents 


“Highway hypnosis” is fast 
becoming one of the greatest 
causes of highway accidenis. 
The conditions of driving on 
straight, winding express¬ 
ways is conducive to motor¬ 
ists becoming drowsy, and 
thus dulling their reflexes. 

The Automobile Legal Asso¬ 
ciation gives the following 
suggestions on how one can 
combat "highway hypnosis." 

Pull your car off the pave 
ment and rest at the first sign 
of blurred vision or heavy 
eyelids. 

Start your trip well rested. 
Fatigue deteriorates your en¬ 
tire driving ability. 

Move your head and eyes 
constantly and don’t focus 
sharply on any object unless 
it’s necessary. 

Stop frequently and eat 
small meals instead of one big 
one just before or during 
your trip. 

Try not to drive long dis¬ 
tances at night when the dan¬ 
ger of hypnosis becomes much 
greater. Darkness relaxes 
some drivers too much. Keep 
yvur instrument panel lights 
turned down to reduce their 
hypnotic glare. 

Vary your speed frequent¬ 
ly and don’t follow the same 
car too long. 

Keep fresh air circulating 
In your car and play the radio. 

Whistle or sing to yourself 
and keep thinking of how you 
would react to emergency con¬ 
ditions should they arise.
